‘tics and strategy of the sit- 
down strike in the last issue, us- 
ing the General Motors and 
Chevrolet strikes as a model. 

The sitdowners maintained the 
finest and staunchest discipline 
inside the plants. 

They developed a complete 
and most efficient organization, 
capable of handling every prob- 
lem, and every emergency aris- 
ing in the course of the sitdown. 

Democratically Elected 

A general strike committee 
was elected, democratically, com- 
posed of representatives from 
every department. 

There were sub-committees to 
take care of every phase of the 
sitdown problems. 

There was a subcommittee on 
health and sanitation—to keep 
the plant in clean condition, 
that no epidemic or outbreak of 
illness could impair the strike. 
Very important was the patrol 
and policing committee, which 
had charge of discipline. The en-

emies of the strike were given 
no possible occasion to attack 
the strike on the score of unruly 
behavior by the strikers in the 
plants. 

There was a trial committee, 
which held kangaroo court to| 
hear charges of discipline infrac- 


tions. 
Patrol Makes Regular Rounds 
The police patrol made regular 


rounds, to detect any out-of-the- 
way move by the company, eith-

There were committees for 
publicity and for issuance of 
bulietins and newspapers. 

There were squads drilled in

Non-operating employees seek 
a 20 per cent wage increase with 
corresponding increases in piece 
work rates and _ guaranteed 
working time. The four rail- 
road brotherhoods also expect to 
ask for a 20 per cent wage in- 
crease. 

The new agreement, when en- 
acted into law by Congress, will 


take the place of the present 
railroad retirement provisions, 
under fire in the courts by man- 


agement. 
The Plan’s Points 


Principal points of the plan, 
as worked out by the confer- 
ence, are: 


1—Total payroll tax of 5 per 
cent, one-half to be paid by the 
road and one-half by the em- 
ployee, to be paid into the U. 
S. treasury. The tax is levied 
on the first $300 earned in the 
month by the employee and in- 
creases gradually to 7 per cent 
after 12 years. 

2—All annuities to be paid out 
of the U. S. Treasury. 

3—Pensions are to be admin- 
istered by the Railroad Retire- 
ment Board as now provided. 

4—-Method of computing annu- 
ities to be the same as at pres- 
ent under the Railroad Retire- 
ment Board. 

5—An employee is eligible to 
retire at the age of 65 but may 
retire at 60 after 30 years of ser- 
vice with a deduction from the 
annuity of one-fifteenth for each 
year he is under 65. 

1,500,000 Affected 

6—An employee cam continue 
to work after the age of 65 but 
must continue to pay the tax 
although he will not be cred- 
ited with any service earned by 
such employment after July 1, 
1937. 

7—Employees with 30 years 
service may retire at any time, 
with full pensions, because of 
physical or mental disability. _ 

8—No annuity will be paid 
retired employees who engage 
in “regular gainful employment” 
in some other line of work. 

9—-Present private pension 
systems of the railroads are to 
be taken over by the govern- 
ment. 

10—Death benefits for the em- 
ployee’s estate are provided. 

11—Affected are 1,500,000 em-
